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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Goreta (US 5.973 J 47) . 

3. Regarding Claim 1 , Goreta discloses a television receiver for receiving a 
television advertisement picture signal having a data signal associated therewith, said 
data signal representing a page of text of said television advertisement (See Figures 1-5 
and column 1 lines 62-67 and column 2 lines 23-29 and column 7 line 10). 

Goreta discloses a data acquisition circuit for acquiring said associated television 
advertisement data; Goreta uses a teletext receiver and decoder to acquire the 
television advertisement data (See Figures 1-5 and column 5 lines 4-18). 

Television advertisement data comprising a plurality of data, representing a page 
of data. It is obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
that advertisement data comprises plurality of data, anything greater than one bit is 
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arguable a plurality of data. Television advertisement data representing one page of 
data is subjected to the advertisement content and the formatting of the advertisement. 
Goreta discloses receiving, decoding, and storing teletext advertisement data (See 
Figures 1-5 and column 5 lines 4-18). 

Goreta discloses a memory for storing a plurality of said page data (See Figure 
1-5 and column 2 lines 46-52). 

It is inherent for a television to have a display. This display can be used for 
generating images representative of selected portions of said television advertisement 
data. Goreta discloses displaying television advertisement data on a television (See 
Figures 1-5 and column 2 lines 53-59 and column 7 line 10). 

Goreta discloses a wireless transceiver circuit for transmitting said television 
advertisement data to a remote control device, and receiving television advertisement 
data navigation instructions into said television apparatus (See figures 1-5, column 2 
lines 43-45, column 3 lines 29-35, column 7 line 10, and column 5 lines 4-9). 

Goreta discloses a page selection means for selecting a page for display and/or 
transmission to said remote control device (See figures 1-5, column 2 lines 43-45, 
column 3 lines 29-35, column 7 line 10, and column 5 lines 4-9). 

Goreta discloses a microcontroller coupled to said memory, said display, and 
said wireless transmitter circuit. Goreta discloses a teletext controller that is connected 
to memory, display, and an IR transmitter circuit (See Figures 2-5). 

Goreta discloses a microcontroller that is connected to an IR processor, which is 
connected to data transmitter (See figures 2-4). Goreta further discloses the selective 
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display of certain data, which includes television advertisement data in response to 
signals received from said remote control device (See Column 2 line 30, column 7 line 
10, and column 2 lines 53-59). 

4. Regarding Claim 2, Goreta discloses a remote control for controlling the 
television receiver (See Column 2 Lines 53-57). 

5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Darbee et 
a/, (hereinafter referred to as Darbee) (US 6,002.450) . 

6. Regarding claim 3, Darbee discloses a remote control device comprising: 
a memory for storing a plurality of television advertisement data, said television 
advertisement data comprising a plurality of data, representing a page of data (See 
Figure 2 and the ABSTRACT). 

Darbee discloses a display for generating images representative of selected 
portions of said television advertisement data(See figures 1-2, column 3 lines 17-20, 
column 4 lines 25-28). 

Darbee discloses a user input device for enabling input of channel selection, 
television advertisement data navigation instructions and communications instructions 
into said remote control device (See figures 1-2, column 4 lines 44-45, column 4 lines 
64-67). 
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Darbee discloses a wireless transceiver circuit for transmitting control signals to a 
television apparatus and/or other wireless communications devices, and for receiving 
said television advertisement data from said television apparatus (See figure 2, column 
5 lines 15-18). 

Darbee discloses a microprocessor coupled to a memory, a display, a user input 
device and a wireless transmitter circuit (See figure 2, column 5 lines 23). 

Darbee discloses that the microprocessor is connected to a wireless transmitter 
circuit and to select information of television advertisement data to be displayed on the 
remote control display in response to signals received from the user's input device (See 
figures 1-2, Column 5 lines 1-23, column 4 lines 27-28, column 3 lines 13-23). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Darbee in view of Goreta. 

9. Regarding claims 4 and 5, Darbee discloses a remote control device that has a 
memory for storing advertisement data, a display for generating images representative 
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of advertisement data, a keyboard input device for channel selection and navigation, an 
RF transceiver and an IR wireless transceiver for transmission and reception of data, 
and a microprocessor. Darbee's invention is capable of retrieving and displaying 
television advertisement data that is stored in the remote control memory (See Column 
4 lines 22, 25-33, 60-67 and Column 5 Lines 1-35, Figures 1 & 2). Darbee doesn't 
specifically disclose "deletion of selected advertisement data from the remote control 
memory" but it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made because the remote control memory is limited. If the remote control 
didn't have that option the memory would get filled up and no new advertisements can 
be stored in the remote control. Darbee's invention receives advertisement data from 
televisions but Darbee doesn't specifically disclose a television with memory, more 
specifically "advertisement data stored in a television apparatus". However, Goreta, 
discloses a television apparatus with memory in which advertisement data can be 
stored (See Column 5 Lines 4-19 and Figures 1-5). It would have been obvious to 
combine Darbee's invention with Goreta's because it would allow a person to view 
advertisements and other data, such as EPG, on the television or on the remote control 
display if the television was unavailable at the time.
